1. Short title and commencement . ( 1 :) This Act 
may be called the Madras State (Alteration of 
Name) Act , 1968 . 


Notwithstanding 
that no provision or insufficient provision has been 
made under section 6 for the adaptation of a law 
made before the appointed day , any court , tribunal 
or authority required or empowered to enforce such 
law may construe the law in such manner , without 
affecting the substance, as may be necessary or 
proper in regard to the matter before the court, tri 
bunal or authority . 

8. Legal proceedings . Where immediately before 
the appointed day any legal proceedings are pending 
to which the State of Madras is a party , the State 
of Tamil Nadu shall be deemed to be substituted for 
the State of Madras in those proceedings .
